St. Louis, Mo., June 9—The flood 


situation remains practically unchan 
ed this morning at its height. 


The harbor boat Mark Twain left 


St. Louis at 8 o'clock to'day.for fur- 
ther rescue work in the devastated 
»tri-cites. The Annie Russell accom- 
panied the harbor boat. The boats 
••were stocked 
with 
provisons and 


clothing for the sufferers. 


The rescue work done 1>y the har- 


bor boat and the Russell Monday re* 
lieved thousands of stricken tri-city 
'citizens from suffering. 
The guage 


at the foot of Market street showed 
37.5 
feet this morning. 
This is be- 


lieved to mark the crest of the flood 
at this point. .The .pollce^omcials of 
East St. Louis reported today that 
the water had risen 8 inches on the 
east side •during the night. 


iviuch suffering exists among the trl- 


city refugees who have been brought 
to St. Louis. 
Women and children 


are sick and in want. There is much 
fever and several persons are serious- 
ly ill. 


The number of deaths by drowning 


is variously estimated at from twenty 
to fifty .Following is a partial list of 
those'believed to have lost their lives:

The Island, the railroad terminal of 


East St. Louis, is a scene of devasta- 
tion. Expert railroad men estimate the 
railroad losses alone at from $2,000,000 
to $5,000,0<;0 today.

" There has been no attempt at re- 
sumption of railway trifUTc 
between 


the east side and St. Louis. By means 
of steamers passengers and mail are 
transferred between Alton and St. 
Louis. 


Venice, Madison and Granite City 


are buried in a sea. Here and there 
a roof and many trees mark the sites 
of these three thriving little" cities. 
Vast manufacturing plants are flood- 
ed and closed. The towns are practi- 
cally non-existant. 


Though 
many thousand refugees 


have been rescued and as many more 
have escaped to safety by their own 


efforts, hundreds remain in the strick- 
en towns, flood washed garrets being 
their shelter. 


Shortly before ftoon today East St. 


Louis was in more imminent danger of 
further and immense losses than at 
any time since 
Saturday. At that 


hour 'the flood was rushing like a mill 
race against the 
Conligue embank- 


ment. The water was within 2 inches 
of the top of the embankment and ris- 
ing. Thousands of men were at work 
on this dyke trying to save it. It pro- 
tects the business section of the city 
and a big break in it would mean com- 
plete inundation of the business dis- 
trict.

Bein-Ounif, Algeria.- June 9—In

when General O'Connor withdrew the

Several natives were killed while 


not a man was lost on the French 
side. 


General O'Connor commands the 


punitive expedition, consisting of four 
thousand men of the foreign legion 
and a strong force of artillery, armed 
with guns firing melinite shells. 


The ramparts of the town were then 


1,200 metres distant and 
like 
tho 


houses which were half a mile behind 
them, built of compressed earth. From 
these hills the artillery made excellent 
practice, the melinite shells making 
a big breach in the ramparts and de- 
stroying a multitude of houses the in 
habitants of which had fled at the first 
shots. 


Finally the fire was concentrated on 


the mosque, which was much vener- 
ated and the 
edifice was blown to 


pieces. 


This destruction of the mosque 


exepected to have a great moral ef- 
fect. 


The Moors concealed in the palm 


groves, replied with artillery to the 
French bombardment, but without ef- 
fect. 


France has formally notified the 


powers that she has no intention of 
taking Moroccan territory. - r 


General O'Connor was instructed to 


give the women and children of Figuig 
an opportunity to leave the town Be- 
fore the bombardment. 


A friendly Arab courier bearing a 


notification to this effect was killed 
while carrying the message.

It 
was noticed that White ^yas nervous

White made no reply and his sobs 


soon died away and he fell asleep.

Attorneys 
called at the jail early this morning 
ind taking the prisoners into the jail 
office, held a long private consultation 
with them.

This is one of 


the most remarkable cases on record

Twenty-three years ago he was ar- 


i«.eted in Beaufort on the 
charge of 


stealing cotton peed from another ne- 
gro. Throughout his trial tbe negro 
protested his innocence, but he was 
convicted and sentenced to life impris- 
onment—that being the 
penalty in 


those day?. 
On November 15 1S80 


Gadsden was uniformed in felon's garb 
and placed behind the prison walle for 
the remainder of his natural Jife for 
the trivial offense of stealing a small 
quantity of cotton seed. 


Feeling that his punishment had 


been sufficient, white friends of Gads- 
ttc-n in Beauford interested themselves 
in the caise and petitioned the governor

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STORY OF BOOTH'S BURIAL 


Basil Moxley, veteran doorkeeper at 


Ford's Grand Opera House in Balti- 
more, who has known all the theatrical 
celebrities of the last half century, de- 
clares positively that the body buried 
in Green Mount cemetery as that of 
John Wilkes Booth is the corpse of 
some other person, says the New York 
World. 


Mr. Moxley was moved to break his 


long silence by the story that came 
from Oklahoma that a man who died 
there recently declared on his death 
bed that lie was really Lincoln's as- 
sassin. Mr. Moxley said: 


"Certainly the body buried in Green 


Mount -was not thnt of Booth, for I was 
one of the pallbearers, and I can safe- 
ly say to you that there never were 
any two things in this world which re- 
sembled each other less than that body 
did John Wilkes Booth. I had known 
Booth all my life and was very close 
to the family. I saw the body several 
times. 
The hair on the dead man's 


head was of a reddish brown color, 
while Booth's was as black as jet. 


"Mrs. Booth, the mother of John 


Wilkes, -was naturally nearly prostrat- 
ed with grief at her son's action and 
the stories of his horrible death in the 
barn and later the report that the gov- 
ernment had taken charge of the body. 
In order that the affair might become 
a thing of the past ps soon as possible, 
some friends determined that it would 
be best to bring the body here (Balti- 
more) and bury it in the family lot in 
Green Mount. Through these friends 
Mrs. Booth applied to the government 
for the body. This brought matters to 
a crisis, for I do not believe that John 
Wilkes Booth was ever killed in that 
barn, and if any one was slain it was 
some innocent man who knew nothing 
of the real assassin. 


"At any rate, it -was incumbent upon 


the government to furnish a body to 
make good its report that Booth had 
been killed, and it did so. Well, of 
course we were all very much surpris- 
ed at first—the four of us -who were 
selected as pallbearers. We conclud- 
ed that it was better to say nothing 
more about it than to raise another hue 
and cry -which might kill the mother, 
so we kept our discovery secret, con- 
soled the mother and buried the body 
as that of John Wilkes Booth."

mining at Great Depths. 


In no other district in the world are 


active mining operations carried on at 
such a depth as in the Lake Superior 
copper region. The 'No. 5 shaft of the 
TamaracK mine is fho deepest in the 
world, having attained a vertical depth 
of 4,940 feet, nearly a mile. Not far 
behind it is the Red Jacket shaft of the 
Calumet and Hecln, which is down 
4,020 feet Another deep shaft of the 
Calumet and Hecla is the No. 4 o^f the 
Calumet branch of the property. This 
is down 7,800 feet on an incline of a 
mile and a half. In view of the mar- 
velous efficiency of the modern hoist- 
ing engine no considerations of a me- 
chanical nature need limit the prospec- 
tive depth of shafts. 


The greatest obstacle to deep mining 


is the proportionate increase in tem- 
perature. In the Lake Superior copper 
district State Geologist Lake has ascer- 
tained that the temperature in the 
mine raries one degree for every 110 
feet. The temperature in the deepest 
shafts of the Tamarack and Hecla va- 
ries between 85 and 90 degrees, and in 
view of these conditions it-is evident 
that considerable depths can yet be at- 
tained in this section.—Chicago Chroni- 
cle.

New Haven, Conn., June 9—The foot 


ball rules committetee, which, held a 
meeting in Philadlphia on Sunday to 
consider a revison of rules, readied 
an agreement to make two alterations 
in the rules, according to a statement 
given out here Monday night by Wai- 
ter Camp, chairman of the committee.

Corn Breeding Field*. 


In breeding corn a small field usually 


an acre in size is used. The land is pre- 
pared and the seed bed treated as for 
the ordinary field. They are usually 
about 120 hills long and thirty -rows 
wide. Each row is planted from a sep 
arate ear. The barren stalks, poor 
stalks and all undesirable stalks, such 
as suckers, are removed before tbe tas- 
sel appears. The field is protected or 
isolated, so that no mixture cau take 
place from other varieties or fiom any 
source. In the fall these rows are 
husked separately, and the seed for the 
next year's crop is selected from the 
rows giving the highest yields per acre, 
of best composition, with the least bar- 
ren stalks and of the best type. In this 
way the yield per acre of the variety is 
increased, the quality improved and the 
type preserved and developed. By this 
plan -we are able to give personal at- 
tention and direct selection to the in- 
dividual stalk and ear, which would be 
impossible in a large field.—Cosmopoli- 
tan.
